explanation of th e plan by Principal 
1 B. E. McCormick, who entered into 
minute detail of expense and results. 
A resolution endorsing the plan was 
adopted without a dissenting vote. 
In explaining the plan. Principal 
McCormick said 
a 
free 
sum m er 
school will mean economy to parents 
and to the city. 
Winter Expense Large 
“ The w orst feature of the present 
system," he said, “ is that the child 
is required to go to school during 
th at portion of the year when fixed 
expenses are greatest. 
To keep the 
individual properly clothed and fed 
during the winter m onths requires a 
larger expenditure of money than is 
required during the summer. 
An 
eleven months or eleven and a half 
m o n th s’ school would certainly a f­ 
ford some relief to the parents 
by 
lessening the high school period. 
“ But this is only half of the story. 
Under our present plan school is 
kept during these months when the 
cost of maintenance to the city is 
greatest. During the sum m er m onths
